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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The substitute specification filed 3/6/08 has not been entered because it does not 
conform to 37 CFR 1 .125(b) and (c) because: the marked-up copy does not correspond 
to the originally filed specification (Specification filed 09/08/1998). 

2. It is noted that the applicants state that the marked-up copy is made with respect 
to originally filed English translation. It is not exactly clear what is referenced as the 
original English translation. It is believed that the English specification filed 09/08/1998 
is referenced. It is again noted that the marked-up copy provided with response filed 
3/6/08 does not correspond to the referenced document. Clarification is requested. 

3. The amendment filed 3/6/08 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The applicants filed the 
amendment to the specification deleting parts of the disclosure and introducing the text, 
which was not previously presented. The amendment changes the scope of the 
disclosure. The amendment removes recitation of the azeotropic property as the 
essential property of the cleaning liquids. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
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Election/Restrictions 

4. In response to the election requirement made in the previous Office action the 
applicants filed new claims and stated that they elect cleaning composition which 
consists of water, dipropyleneglycolmono-n-propylether and l-aminobutanol-2. This is 
not proper response to the election of species requirement because the elected 
compound are not properly identified for the genuses. Further the referenced election 
contradicts to the presented claims, which recite the composition, which optionally 
includes at least one additional organic compound. 

Applicant is again advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
